Thsaewill- eondaet service 
to train other workers for spe cial line 
of movementto reach men apd boys, 
espedalljr in each state. Intown these 
will be sent out on itinerary- of regular 
prograa, tlui* out each state, to all 
places ttiat win receive aod oa operatcw 

For Kentucky, the movement, was re- 
cently begun at Louisville and continu- 
ed for ei^t days: thoae boriBsas pro- 
gram and methods being served. Ac- 
cording to Dr. Powell and other lead- 
ing ministers and laymen of the city, 
also in notice of the Louisville Pre.ss 
the city has not been been so stirr. d 
in thirty years past. 

Twenty two cities and towns of Ky., 
have asked for the presence and ser- 
V ice of these trained laymen workers 
and business men for the campaign 
tiiro the state next February; among 
them Lancaster, thro the Mass meet- 
ing of Lancaster churches last Sunday 
afternoon inviting to co-operafe with 
the special workers sent out over the 
State from Louisville, in Feb. 1912.

The second annual corn show of the 
Kentudcy C!om Growers Assodation 

will be held at the Co[lege of Apricul- 
ture in Lexington Jan, 2-5th. There 
are thirty three preraimns offered, not 
including second premiums which are 
offered in many classes. The state is 
divided into three divisions and this 
county is in the second district. Prem- 
iums are offered for every class of com 
produced in the state, and from the 
number of entries in the local com 
show held here recently, no doubt but 
what some of our farmers can compete 
successfully for some of the pr^es. 
The following rules will govern the 
show: 

1 Entries close Saturday, December 
23rd. Eriiibits most be in plaee not 

later than Saturday, December 30th, 
They may be shipped prepaid to Seo^ 
tary, who will friaee them on exhibi- 
tion, 

2 All exhibi^on must pay the Associa- 
tion aMmbenUp fee of fifty, cents, 

which entitles them to all the benefits 
of the Association. No exemption is 
made for the Jnnimr Deperlment. 

3 Exhibits may be retained by the 
owner, all return charges to be paid by 
the owner. 

4 No exhibitors can make more than 
one entry in each class, but may enter 
in each class- in which he is eligible. 
A separate sample must be provided 
for each class entered. 

5 All com exhibited must have been 
grown by the exhibitor in 1911. 

6 In the yield and profit contests in 
the Junior Department the exhibitor 
must file certificate of^ti^ro disinterested 
persons who measured the ground ap^ 
weighed the corn. The certificate n^ust 
state we^h^ and n^easures and must be 
9Ppr(i!Ted by the Ooanty School Super^ 
ii^tendent or other persons who may be 
ii) cbart<e ef tl^e t^ya cp)ci\ dul) of the 
qo^nty. Ckmliaalants fiqr yield and pror 
fit must make an exhibit of 36 ears of
